THE CZAR'S DEATH. 


Nihilistic Revenge on the 
Romanoffs. 


Full Details of the Assassination 
of Alexander the Second. 


Imperial Manifesto of the New Em- 
peror, Alexander III.

Twenty Persons Injured by the 
Bomb Explosions—Thirteen 
in the Hospital. 


Only One of the Regicides Arrested—The 
Excitement in St. Petersburg 
—Foreign News. 


‘ LONDON, March 13.—A St. Petersburg cor- 
respondent says: Theimperial carriage was 
attacked on the Ekatrenofsky Canal, opposite 
the imperial stables, while the Emperor was 
returning with the Grand Duke Michael from 
the Michael palace in aclosed carriage escorted 
by eight Cossacks. The first bomb fell nearthe 
carriage, destroying the back part. The-czar 
and his brother alighted uninjured. The as- 
sassin, on being seized by acolonel of police, 
drew arevolver, but was prevented firing it. 
The second bomb was then thrown by another 
person and fell close to the Czar’s feet, its ex- 
plosion shattering bothlegs. The Czar fell, 
crying forhelp. Col. Dorjibky, though him- 
selt much injured, raised the Emperor, who 
was conveyed to the Winter palace in Col. Dor- 


ibky’s sleigh. Large crowds assembled before 
the Palace, but were kept back by a troop of 
Cossacks. The imperial family were all as- 
sembled at the death bed. <A council of state 
immediately convened. All places of public 
resort are closed. 

A St. Petersburg correspondent telegraphs 
that the Czar’s rightleg was nearly torn from 
his body and left leg badly shattered. A Covos- 
sack and passer-by were 

KILLED ON THE SPOT. 

The Grand Duke Michael was wounded. The 
offices-of-escort andthe Cossack have since 
died. The Czar lingered an houranda half. 
All efforts to rally him failed. The only word 
he uttered after being struck wasthe name of 
the Czarowitch. The latter on leaving the pal- 
ace after the death of the Czar was hailed as 
Emperor bythe crowd. He was surrounded, 
contrary to his custom, by a strong-mounted 
escort. The people are 

INTENSELY EXCITED 
and indignant. Soldiery who greatly loved the 
Czar are furious. All officials hastened to the 
alace to inquire asto the condition of the 
zar. Telegrams announcing the death were 
sent to all foreign courts and to every part of 
the Empire. 

Another correspondent stated that the bombs 
were made of thick glass filled with ee ae: 
cerine. The assassins stood on opposite sides 
of the road. The carriage was moving fast, 
and the first shell struck the ground behind it, 
and the back of the carriage was blown out.

to enter the carriage again but he moved a few 
paces from the carriage to see tothe wounded 
of his escort. The assassin who threw the first 
bomb tried to point a revolver at the Czar, but 
the istol was struck from his hand. 
The Czar seemed to recover consciousness 
before his death, as he motioned away the doc- 
tors who wished to amputate his legs. The 
Czarowitch and Czarovna drove to their palace 
after the death amid sympathizing cries of the 
people. A company of guards surround the 
palace. The Duke and Duchess of Edinburgh

COLOGNE, March 13.—A St. Petersburg dis-

Peter the Great, 
the most illustrious of rulers, belonged to this 
line, as did also the infamous and cruel but 
able and great Catherine II. The present 
Romanoff, who was assassinated yesterday, was 
crowned March 2, 1855. His reign will be dis- 
tinguished ‘by the decree abolishing 
serfdom, March, 1861. On April 28, 1841, the 
Czar married Maria Alexandrina, daughter of 
the Grand Duke of Hesse-Darmstadt.

This 
was Rochefort’s first experience, not 
only of American reporters, but of American 
railway traveling. “‘fhe stoppages are very 
short.’’ he says, “though sutticiently fre- 
quent. Passengers not accustomed to Amer- 
ican wantof forethought run some risk of 
being left behind, as the train starts without 
any Warning whatever. You see women and 
young girls climbing up nimbly into the cars 
already in motion without affecting any of 
those thousand-and-one terrors which would 
be sure to afford European women as many 
opportunities of showing themselves off.”

Mr. Stenhouse 
characterized the Mormon worship as a series 
of jugevleries, but Rochefort thought it was a 
little late in the day for hiin to have made this 
discovery, after having belonged to it so long 
vith apparent fervor. He went to the great 
temple and was agreeably surprised by~ the 
devout attitude of the worshippers. Here 
there occurs a touch supremely French. 
Rochefort evidently expected that some spec- 
ial notice would be taken of him owing to the 
celebrity of his name and the notoriety of 
his escape. To his surprise the Mormon wo- 
wwen never once looked up from their books of 
devotion. “‘The women did not appear to in- 
terrupt their ieditations, and they. never 
ones accorded us the favor of a single 
glance.””

There, atthe request of the chief, I 
took command of the submarine boat, but 
after tbree days’ trial I went toLima and in- 
formed the chief thatit was a failure, and 
begged him to release me from its command. 
He declined, and asked me to stand by her, 
as she wasthe only hope. Soon after the 
Chilians landed at Luvin, and then the chief 
went suddenly to the front to superintend in 


pereon the disposition of , the Peruvian army. 


At last, when things began to look serious, I 
abandoned the submarine boat and went to 

‘horsellas. That night Icould not see Don 
Nicolas, and the next morning before 
davlight the Chilians had surprised the town, 
aud the battle of January 13 commenced. It 
was bot workI assure you. Iwas sure the 
chief had been captured until 11 o’cock, when 
I saw him and afew officers riding along the 
beach to Baraneo. I followed and stood by 
him the balance of the day. Heexposed him- 
self inthe most reckless manner, and his ex- 
ample had a good effecton the Choloes. The 
next day there was a truce to bury the dead. 
On Saturday, January 15, a flag of truce was 
brought into our camp, and an agreement was 
made for an armistice until 12o0’clock that 
night for the purpose of having a meeting of 
the officers to see if terms of peace could be 
agreed on. The meeting took place about 
noon, and at 2 o’clock, while the oilicers were 
still debating,asheil came flying over the 
camp. Inaninstant firing commenced all 
along the line, andin quicker time than it 
takes me to teil you the battle had begun. A 
more fierce and bloody one I never witnessed. 
Well, you must know by the papers long ’ere 
this how it ended. it proved to be 
the grave yard of Peru. That 
evening I saw the chief for the last time, as 
he rode past, blackened with smoke, on his 
way to the mountains. I followed the thor- 
oughiv disorganized army into Lima. Here 
we found the city in the hands of a mob, who 
plundered and burned to their heart’s con- 
tent. Bullets flew through the streets as 
thick as hail; the yells of wounded men, the 
shrieks of frightened women, the red giare of 
a hundred fires, all went to form about as 
perfect a picture of hell as one could well 
imagine. On the night of the 17th you could 
not walk ten steps without stumbling over a 
dead man, At lastthe Chilians marched in 
and order was, to some extent, restored. i 
hope it will never be my lot to witness such 
sights again. 

‘On the 22d I was arrested by the Chilians 
as the ‘torpedo man,’ and after a little delay 
was released on parole, but not at liberty to 
leave Lima. So at present I am a prisoner of 
war. I was slightly wounded in two places, 
butthey do not amount to anything. Most of 
my baggage fell into the hands of the mob, 
but I was satisfied that anything was left me.”

It is as well, however, to remember 
that certain parts of Mesopotamia are never 
entirely free from the plagne. In the cold 
weather it exists languidly and fifully, but 
when the hot season setsin it rages more or 
lessin every town, from Mosul and Bagdad 
down the Persian Gulf. The cause of the 
scourge is now tolerably wellknown. The 
Tigris and the Euphrates, at 
the period when the snows 
at their sgurce begin to 
melt, cannot have their waters 
carried off into the Persian Gulf by the Shat- 
el-Arab, and accordingly they flood the low- 
lying countries around for distances of fifty 
and even a hundred miles from their banks. 


When the hot weather sets in the overtlow is 


speedily dried up, but the whole of the pre- 
viously submerged country becomes a swam 

of miasmatic, pestilential vapors. The eart 

seems to crack and breath forth miasma. 
Then follow fevers and the plague among the 
inhabitants. Villages are annually depopu- 
lated, but the surrounding inhabitants have 
become so accustomed to the visitation that 
they — move further inland or toward the 
seaboard foratime, and then return inthe 
cold season to their pastoral Occupations 
around their former homes. The ravages of 
the plague are augmented by theindescribably 
filthy condition of the villages and towns in 
which it appears. Bagdad, for instance, con- 
tains within i‘s embankments the remains of 
filth *- which bave been’ allowed to 
accumulate by gigantic populations for 
century after century. Kerbela, which is in 
the vicinity of the remains of Babylon, is an- 
nually visited by millions of Mohanimedans, 
who go to pay their devotions to the tombs of 
Hoosein and Ilassan, the melancholy§fheroes 
of the Mohurrum festival, which yearly causes 
great bloodshed in Asia between the rival] 
Mohammedan sects of Shiahs and Soonees, 
Kerbela has a collection of festering filth in 
its vicinity which is appalling. If the Turk- 
ish authorities were vigorous in enforcing 
sanitary regulationsin their towns, villages 

and places of pilgrimage, the world woul 
never, probably, be periodically alarmed by 
plague scares; but so long as Turkish ofiicials 
are What they are, and no comprehensive 
plans are adopted to carry off and utilize all 
the surplus waters of the Tigris and Euphra- 
tes, so long will fevers and plagues be found 
in Mesopotamia. 


Drunkenness in the Wine-Drinking 
Countries. 
From the Natiou. 


Of the northern continental States, besides 
Germany, Belgium and Holland have removed 
all restrictions’ upon the trafticin alcoholic 
drinks. The bad consequences in both coun- 
tries have become so evident thatin Holland 
a law is recommended which declares drunk- 
enncss acrime. In Belgium the consump- 
tion of aleohol since 1840 has increased from 
18,000,000 to 43,000,000 francs, and inthe in- 
dustrial counties there is one dram shop for 
every six or seven persons. Thus, in Bel- 
gium, the working classes spend between 40,- 
000,000 and 60,000,000 franes for alcohol. The 
same eyil has manifested itself in Germany. 
The free city of Bremen in 1863 abolished its 
license law. The number of dram shops in- 
stuntly rose from 512 to 728, and in 1807 to $29, 
for which reason the Senate madea motion 
for the reintroduction of the license law. 
When, in 1869, the new law of the North 
German. Copfederation dispensed with the 
proof of the necessity of a dram shop for a 
villagé or town or street of a large city. with- 
in two years the number of dram. shops in 
Germany grew from 116,811 to 129,072, or 12,- 
261. From October 1, 1869, to January 1,1877, 
the number ofinns rose from 42,612 to 69,305, 
or 44 per cent, andthat of the drinking sa- 
loons from 62,612 to 69,305, or 11 percent. In 
1869 the percentage of 1nns and dram shops to 
the number of inhabitants was 45.75 to 100,009 
inhabitants, but in 1877 it had risen to 55.88. 
The same enormous increase manifested itself 
all over Germany, so that the Reichstag. inits 
sitting of July 25, 1879, made the license of a 

am shop and of an inn in towns and villages 
of less than 1,500 inhabitants, conditional on 
the necessity for them. Prior to granting 
stich a license the police and town authoritics 
are asked for their opinion, which, in case of 
a negative answer,is never overruled by the 
Secretary of the: Interior. The reduction of 
the number of dram shops, however, is not all 
stfticient to suppress drunkenness. ‘The 
smaller number of drinking places has attract- 
eda larger number of guests,who enjoy them- 
selves betterin a great crowd and in rooms 
comfortable heated and better kept.

The Fighting Boers.

John Brown, a tough old English veteran, 
who is now following the peaceful avocation 
of a tobacconist in Monongahela City, Penn., 
has described to a reporter some of the bat- 
tles in the Transvaal in which he fought 
against the Boers. Thirty years agothe Boers 
were as good marksmen as they are now, but 
not so formidable; for they used smoothbore 
guns of such enormous length and weight that 
the soldier always had to carry a forked stick 
on which he rested the batre! when he fired;

that after a volley there was time for a 
bayonet charge betore the old smooth-bores 
were again ready, or their work.

Without stopping to fire we rushed forward, 
charzed up the mounds and were among the 
Dutch with the bayonet before they had time 
to rcload. The tight was over then. Thev 
had no bayonets, and fled to their 
hotses that were corralied a quarter of a mile 
in the rear.’’

The cry of 
the robbed, oppressed and wronged people 
reaches the heart of the Czar only through 
the knife of the assassin.e Nibilism is not 
the expression of sorrow welling up from the 
moujiks, who wait, like the sans culottes ofthe 
French revolution, to carry the torchand axe 
into the homes of the nobles. Itis the senti- 
ment of the best and most advanced thought 
of Russia. Itsexponents are students and 
scientists, and the men who have brokenthe 
bonds of ignorance forced upon them by a 
ruler who hated enlightenment ashe hated 
death itself, and who are able to appreciate 
civil liberty and hate despotism. Behind 
them arethe great, blind, suffering, com- 
plaining masses waiting forthe hour. The 
wickedest and most corrupt court of all the 
world is mourning to-day, and Emperors 
tremble everywhere as they look out upon the 
pale, wan faces of toiling millions. We 
may detest assassination and shudder atthe 


| crime which has hung the Imperial Palace of 


tussia With black, but we can not repress a 
smile when we hear the late ruler spoken of 
in an official decree as the Benefactor and 
Protector of Russia and the particular friend 
of Poland. 

The Czarowitch who ascends the throne to- 
day as Alexander III. isa young man, and 
though bred ina vicious atmosphere he has 
had bitter lessons of experience that ought 
to prove valuable. The terrible struggle for. 
constitutional government will now go on 
with renewed intensity in the land where 
human liberty has so long been stifled and 
murdered: The influences of civilization can 
not be resisted, and if we are not greatly mis- 
taken the bombs that exploded yesterday on 
the bank of the Ekatrinofsky Canal will seat 
a parliament of the people in St. Petersburg 
in less than ten years.

before Capt. Bryan had completed his rounds 
the steamer was almost enveloped in fire, and 
the flames were leaping from the top of the 
flag-pole and circling round the smoke-stacks. 
The stern was yet comparatively free from 
flame and smoke, and to it the terrified pas- 
sengers rushed in a body, fmost of the 
ladies clad only in their night dresses. 

A yaw] which was floating at the side of the 
Howard was used as a means of reaching the 
sbore. TheCaptain, witha revolverin one 
hand anda clubin the other, managed the 
loading of the yawl. ‘“*Ladies first,’’ he 
shouted, intimating at the same time 
that anybody who attempted to 
disobey the order would do 
so athis own peril. A negro deckhand tried 
to rush through but was felled with the club. 
The passengers state that several men were 
crowding the women :nd children aside, and 
that the captain, by his prompt and determ- 
ined action, saved many alife. By the time 
the passengers had all left the _ stern, 
the Big Jim, as the boat was 
ealled by river men, Was one mass of flames. 
The timbers were falling outinto the water, 
the wheels creaked and broke away, and the 
steam bissed out from the boilers and the es- 
eapes. Barge 54, which had been towed up 
from New Orleans by the Howard, and was 
lying near by when the _ flames 
broke out, Was soon ablaze. It 
Was speedily cut loose and _ drifted 
down the river tothe footof Almond street, 
passing near by two of the Kountz Line 
boats during the trip. A fire engine was 
sent down afterthe barge, and the fire was 
extinguished before any damage was done. 
A number of passengers who had taken refuge 
on the barge when the fire broke out were 
rescued with ereat difficulty before 
the barge started down stream. The boat 
brought up about seventy passengers, but 
only fifteen of them remained on board during 
the night. All ofthem lost considerable bag- 
gage, those who remained on board losing all. 
The Howard was the largest boat on the 
Western rivers. From stem to stern she meag- 
ured 320 feet, her breadth of beam being fifty. 
Her tonnage was 2,500 tons. She was built at 
Jeffersonville, Ind., by Capt. Geo. Pegram, 
nine years agoforthe St. Louis and New Or- 
leans trade. Two years ago she was purchas- 
ed by the Anchor Line, the price paid being 
$80,000. The boatis atotal loss, as the An- 
chor Line adopts the policy of ‘‘car- 
rying its own insurance’? The cargo 
consisted of a large amount of sugar, molas- 
ses, cocoanuts, rice and jute, all of which is a 
complete loss. Itis insuredin New Orleans 
agencies. 

THE SCENE TO-DAY. 

About two-thirds of the :arboard wheel- 
house is all thatis left to-day, of the beauti- 
fulsteamer James Howard, which burned 
last night at the Anchor Line wharf-boat at 
the foot of Market street. This portion of 
the wheel-house is lodged upon the wharf- 
borat. Itis scorched and charred and badly 
crushed. The hull of the boatis at the foot of 
Barry street, cabled to the shore and covered 
by ten feetof water. It will be raised in a 
short time, but will be of little value, The 
boat was valued at about $100,000, 
but cost, in 1870, 250,000. There 
was nota dollar of fusurance upon the boat. 
The cargo consisted of 800 tons of merchana- 
dise, chiefly sugar consigned to the Belcher 
Sugar Refinery, and jute consigned to the 
St. Louis Bagging Company. Much of this 
wasinsured. Asallthe books of the boat 
were burned, including manifests bills of la- 
ding, etc., it is impossible to state just what 
the cargo consisted of or what was the in- 
surance uponit. The cargo is 2 total loss, as 
not » pound was removed. The passengers 
upon the boat, which had just arrived from 
New Orleans, lost “ull they had. 
Most of them are stopping atthe Laclede 
Hotel]. The officers and crew of the boat 
also lost all of their luggage. They consisted 
of Joseph W.{Bryan, master; Archie Woods, 
first clerk; J.C. Elton second clerk; James 
Reed and Ned Fulkerson, pilots; James New- 
ell, first engineer; Eugene Smith, second ecn- 
vineer; Dennis Connor, first mate; Patrick 
Dovle, second mate; Alfred Dickson, stewart. 
The fire broke out at 10 o’clock, and 
nt 11 o’clock the boat was burned to the 
water’s edge. The Howard was the largest 
boat uponthe Mississippi.

When Boiand became Vice-President of the 
Board McDonough felt safer than ever in his 
official position. There Was a warm personal 
friendship between Chapman and Boland, and 
that the latter gave his support and vote to 
McDonough’s reappointment fer four years 
was due nota little tothe secretary. -When 
the newly appointed Chief began to criticise 
Boland the secretary was not slow to express 
his sentiments at acourse which seemed-like 
ingratitude. With the authority of his oftice 
restored to him,McDonough had no hesitancy 
in saying that one of his first acts would be 
to put Chapman in charge of the 
detectives, recruiting the staff up to its 
complement and infusing fresh blood. When 
Chapman niaintained his friendly relations 
with Boland; even after the latter was shorn 
of |his authority, the Chief, repudiated his 
promises in regard to the appointment of 
Chief of Detectives. That branch of the ser- 
vice used to be boasted of as one of the best 
in the country; itis now a laughing stock. 
Dirty little tricks are resorted to by some 
of the members to keep themselves solid. 
There are men among them so. small 
as to rush to headquarters and report if 
they see one of the staff talking to a reporter. 
Giving information to a reporter,it may not be 
generally kKnown,is amost heinous offense 
under the system prevailing of concealing as 
far as possible the crimes perpetrated in the 
citv. The mind of the chief has been repeat- 
edly poisoned by false insinuations that re- 
porters have purloined the records of the 
detectives’ room. McDonough himself has 
repeatedly admitted that he knew there was 
room for reform in this feature of the depart- 
ment, and has said when Chapman took 
charge of it there should be a complete reor- 
ganization. On the first disagree- 
ment between, the Chief and 
the secretary over Boland, certain of the 
detectives who knew they were doomed in 
the event of Chapman becoming their rank- 
ing officer commenced a course of back-biting 
and misreprescntation scarcely paralleled even 
in the underhanded doings the department 
has been guilty of. The result was rapid 
progress to an open rupture last Saturday 
between the two. The further result was the 
issuance of orders last evening sending Chap- 
man to Carondelet, as far as it was possible 
from headquarters. Sergeant Price of the 
Mcunted District, who Was formerly a clerk 
in the Central District Station, is transferred 
to the Chief’s office. 

The Saturday interview between the Chief 
and secretarv fs reported to have been short 
but spicy. The,old man settled himself in his 
chair and opened the dialogue rather grufily: 

‘*Hem, vou don’t seem to be very well sat- 
isfied with the way things are going?’? 

“No,’? replied Chapman. 

‘*Well what do you want?” 

‘‘Anything in preference to staying here 
with some lunkheads in the back room sitting 
around, doing nothing but calumniating those 
who do their duty.” 

**Y ou are disloyai.”’ 

‘*? should know whatthat meant between 
’l and ’63. I don’t understand it now.’’ 

‘*You are, disloyal to the Board.’’ 

At the hour of the Chief’s remark ‘“‘the 
Board’’ consisted of Mayor Overstolz and 
Ccmmissoner Kinkead, there being three va- 
cancies. The Chief smoked in silence a few 
minutes and then said: 

‘Well, Chap, Idon’t want to lose you 
yet awhile. Where do you want to co?’ 

‘lve been a soldier and sailor, sir. I 
know how to obey orders. Anywhere be- 
tween New Brennen andthe River des Peres, 
the levee and St. Louis county, will do.’’ 

The Chief took a day to think of it and then 
came the order to go to Curondelet. Proba- 
bly when the Chief comes to test the fitness of 
other men for his Secretary’s place he will 
begin to realize the iidelity. and ability with 
which be has been servcd sO Many years. 

The disguised motive for the change is de- 
clared to be a political one. The disloyalty 
consistsin being friendly to Boland, who is 
an anti-Overstolz man. 

One of thetirst problems which the now 
Police Board will hbayeto deal with wil! ve 
this detective staff. Although he listers to 
the slanders which some of the members pour 
into bis ear, the Chief knows thatin its pres- 
ent compcsition the staff is a disgrace. A few 
days ago McDonough sent for Capt. Anton 
Huebler, in command of the Third Police 
District, probably the most difficult to man- 
age in the city, and told him he 
wanted him to take the _ position of 
Chief of Cetectives. The Captain shook his 
head and replied politely but firmly that he 
wasn’t ready to ralingufah command of one 
hundred and seventeen men to take charge of 
eiyht. Sergeant Frank Schmittgens has been 
made the nominal head of the detective staff 
in such a manner that he is not likely to show 
any fitness for the position even if he possess- 
es it. Following on Chapman’s removal from 
headquarters comes an order sending Pat 
Lawler, Who wasa detective when it took 
ability to fill the position, out into” the su- 
burbs. Thereis a pretty fair prospect for 
more Sensational news from the Police de- 
partment, even under the shut mouth system 
which McDonough enforces so persistently. 

During the brief time that Boland was 
Vice-President of the Boardjhe made he made 
some thirty-cight changes in the assignments 
of the members of the force. Since his re- 
moval Chief McDonough has not only undone 
Boland’s work, but he has been fixing things 
to suit himself. His changes in assignments 
already number over fifty, one of the last be- 
ing the removal of his son, Sergeant McDon- 
ough, or “Young Jim,” as he is called in the 
department, from Carondelet to the Fourth or 
Northern|Police District of the city. It seems 
while Sergeant Rochow has been commanding 
the Carondelet District he and “Young Jim’’ 
hadZa falling out and the Sergeant pre- 
ferred charges against the Chief’s 
son. What they amounted to is 
not definitely known. The storv@goes that 
Sergeant McDonough was sick one night and 
failed to send notification of the fact to the 
station. for which he was reported as being 
absent without leave. His father, however, 
sent him to tbe Fourth District and the 
charges were dropped. ‘There bas been some

Probable Failure of the World’s Fair. 
New York Special to Cincinnati Commercial. 

The World’s Fair project seems likely to 
fall through for lack of interest and money. 
It is possible that it miuayonly be postponed. 
The hands of the commissioners are tied 
about beginningthe work. As thelaw stands 
the Fair must be heldin 1883. It ought to be 
held in May of that year, twenty-five months 
from this date. Ifthe commissioners could 
be: in work as soon as the frost goes, to grade, 


grounds requisite, saytwo or three hundred 
acres and to coustruct the 
great buildings meeded, there would 
be time sufficient, but they cannot say 
that they will begin then, because they have 
no power to make any contract until the stock 
subscriptions amount to $1,000,000. They 
have not quite one-half that amount assured. 
None of the great Railroad Companies have 
made any subscription. That of the New York 
Central is provisional and not available now. 
It was believed that the railroads would sub- 
scribe the uneeded $1,000,000. The city sur- 
face and elevated roads subscribed nothing.

Some persons refuse 
because they do not like Inwood as a site; 
some obiéct to the date of the Fair, thinking 
© too early; some objected that the law asso- 
ciated in the management commissioners re- 
presenting the United States as well as sub- 
seribers to the stock. That objectionis not 
conclusive, because, if the national name and 
susranty are asked for an international ex- 
hibition thé managementought not tobe a 
private money corporation alone. There is 
general lukewarmness about the Fair, and yet 
the masses of the peeple want it and hope for 
asuecess. The more influential people are 
the ones who show little enthusiasm. 


Hudson Bay Minerals.
